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Medals Relating to Thomas Jefferson. 
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No. 45. 

The medals described here constitute advance material for a work to be 
entitled “Medalllc Portraits of Architects.” Although it is not generally 
known, Jefferson was an architect of rare ability. To him it is literally 
correct to ascribe certain features in the White House and the Capitol at 
Washington, as well as the classic revival in dwellings and public structures 
throughout the United States. 

Thomas Jefferson was born April 2, 1743, at iShadwell, Albemarle Coun- 
ty, Virginia, and died July 4, 1826, at Monticello. 

He served successively as a member of the Virginia House of Burgesses 
and of the Continental Congress, and drafted the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence in 1776. He was Governor of Virginia, 1779-81; member of Con- 
gress, 1783-84, and Minister to France, 1784-89. Later he was Secretary 
of State and Vice-President, and in 1801 was elected President of the United 
States, holding office for two terms. Jefferson was the founder of the Demo- 
cratic-Republican party. The Louisiana Purchase referred to on many of 
the medals was one of the outstanding events of his administration. 

Early in life he became interested in art, studying the old masters and 
specializing in architecture. He built Monticello, his beautiful home in 
Virginia, for which he drew all the plans and elevations. As chief archi- 
tect for the University of Virginia, at Charlottesville, he made the draw- 
ings and the details, carefully preserved to this day, which bear in his own 
hand specific instructions to the carpenters and other artisans. Shortly 
before his death he began work on the plans for an astronomical observatory. 

His activity in his chosen avocation has been treated exhaustively in 
two books of recent date, “Jefferson as an Architect,” by Wiliiam Alexan- 
der Lambeth, M. D., and Warren H. Manning, and “Thomas Jefferson, 
Architect,” an authoritative volume by Dr. Fiske Kimball, Professor of the 
Literature of the Arts of Design at New York University.

Note — This medal is attributed to Johann Matthias Reich, a German 
medallist, who emigrated to America in 1800 and settled in Philadelphia. 
His bust of Jefferson has apparently served as a model for many of the 
later medals.

CURRENCY TN BRITISH WEST INDIES. 

There is no gold in circulation in the British West Indies. The token 
silver coins of Great Britain are unlimited legal tender. In the Turks and 
Caicos Islands £1 notes are issued by the local government. In Jamaica 
£1 and 10s. notes have been made legal tender. Apart from these colonies, 
the highest units of legal tender in ordinary circulation are the 10s. and 5s. 
notes and the $2 and $1 notes issued by the colonial governments. There 
is no unit of legal tender in Barbados or St. Vincent higher than British 
silver. In all the colonies, except Jamaica, Antigua, and St. Lucia, the 
money of account for commercial purposes is reckoned in dollars of 100 
halfpence, while the legal tender currency in circulation (except for the 
dollar notes in Trinidad and in British Guiana) is sterling. In all the colo- 
nies, except Jamaica, dollar notes issued by the banks circulate side by side 
with the sterling legal tender silver and bronze. In the case of the Leeward 
Islands, Grenada, and St. Lucia dollar notes issued by the banks circulate 
side by side with sterling notes. In the Turks and Caicos Islands there are 
no bank notes. Colonial government notes circulate and are redeemable 
only in the colony in which they are issued. The notes issued by the banks 
circulate throughout the colonies where the issuing banks have branches. 

The total amount of silver coin in circulation is assumed to be £1,250,000, 
of which £150,000 has the new millesimal fineness of 500. — From Consul- 
General Robert P. Skinner, London. 


MEDAL ISSUED TO COMMEMORATE HERRICK’S WORDS. 

The French Government, desiring to commemorate the words of Ambas- 
sador Herrick, uttered in September, 1914, when a German airplane dropped 
bombs dangerously close to the American Embassy, has had two medals 
struck with what the Ambassador said at that time inscribed upon them. 
One of the medals is in French and the other in English. 

One side of each medal is taken up with a very good head of Mr. Herrick 
in relief. The inscription on the other side of the one in English reads: 
“At this time it might have well served France if the American Ambassador 
had been killed by a bomb from the German airplane. There are moments 
when a dead Ambassador might be more valuable than a live one.” 

Ambassador Herrick said that the quotation is hardly exact, but he 
doesn’t want to raise a historical controversy by questioning it.

NOTES. 

The copper coins listed under the first two reigns are all classed as unique. 
Those of Gregory III have on obverse GREH PAPE in two lines and SCI 
PTR (Saint Peter) in two lines on reverse, struck on square planchets. 

No copper coins above quattrino size were issued until the reign of Pius 
V, 1566-1572, when half and one baiocco coins were struck at Bologna. 
The half baiocco was dated 15 70, while the larger denomination was un- 
dated. These denominations were first struck at Rome under Clement VIII, 
1592-1605. Only one variety of each is listed, both very rare. 

The Senate of Rome issued the first gold coins, 1183-1303, but none are 
listed as being issued by a Pope until the reign of John XXII, 1316-1334. 

Julius II, 1503-1513, issued the first listed silver testone, “unique.” 

iSixtus V issued the first of the remarkable series of silver scudos, or dol- 
lars, dated 1588. From this date until 1856, the last date coined, 276 
varieties are listed.

Awards of Medals. 

By M. SORENSEN. 

In the 19 years since the Hero Fund Commission was created and en- 
dowed by Andrew Carnegie, almost 1800 of these medals have been award- 
ed. Most of them were in bronze. Not quite 500 were in silver, and only 
18 in gold. All were awarded for brave and gallant deeds to those who 
have won the highest honors and may be called by that old phrase, “the 
bravest of the brave.” 


A bronze medal commemorating the seventy-fifth anniversary of the 
founding of the William Jewell College, Liberty, Mo., was struck in con- 
nection with this year’s commencement. The college was founded in 1 849. 
The medal shows a view of the college buildings. Above is a portrait of 
the founder, and on a ribbon, “Dr. William Jewell.” Below buildings, the 
years, “1849-1924.” Reading around, “75th Anniversary William Jewell 
College, Liberty, Mo., May 27-28.” The movement for the establishment 
of the college began in 1834, but the charter was not obtained until Feb- 
ruary 27, 1849. 


The Danish Arctic explorer, Lauge Koch, was awarded this year’s Vega 
medal at the annual meeting of the Swedish Geographical Society, the Crown 
Prince presenting it to Mr. Koch, who is the youngest recipient of this 
coveted distinction. He was warmly complimented by Professor Quensel 
on the brilliant manner in which he had completed the Danish exploration 
of Greenland and mapped out North Greenland. 


The city of Kristiania, Norway, is to celebrate its 300th anniversary this 
year. In 1624 the old capital, Oslo, was destroyed by fire. With a staff of 
engineers and surveyors the King of Denmark and Norway, Christian IV, 
went up and platted the site for the new city, which was named after him. 
A medal commemorating this event has been struck in Norway, designed 
by the young sculptress, Aagot Simonsen, showing on one side the portrait 
of King Christian IV, and on the other the coat-of-arms of the city of Kris- 
tiania. 
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Harry S. Parks has been awarded the Edward Longstreth medal in recog- 
nition of the invention of a pneumercator tank and draft gauge. The medal 
is awarded only for extraordinary meritorious work in art and science and 
for inventions of a high order that develop and improve mechanical op- 
erations. 


Dr. Gilbert M. Lewis, dean of the college of chemistry of the University 
of California, has been awarded the Willard Gibbs medal for 1924 in recog- 
nition of his contributions to chemistry during the last 25 years. 


Military Training Camp Association medals for excellence were awarded 
this year, as usual, to young men attending the citizens military training 
camps. The medals are awarded by camp commanders on the recommenda- 
tion of company officers on the basis of approximately one medal to each 
100 men in each of the four courses of instruction. They are bronze medals 
with appropriate colored ribbons for the red, white and blue courses, and 
a red, white and blue ribbon for candidates in the basic course. These 
medals are given to the most soldierly candidate in each company, troop 
and battery, and furnish a real contribution to camp morale. 


Capt. Harry J. Parks, Alpine, Cal., is perhaps the only man in the country 
holding two Congressional medals for bravery. As a boy of 16 years he 
joined the Union forces in 1864. He was with General Sheridan in the 
famous battle in the Shenandoah Valley, where he captured a rebel flag and 
took several prisoners. For this deed he was awarded the 28th medal then 
awarded in the United States for personal valor. Abraham Lincoln pinned 
the medal on the boy’s breast, saying, “God bless my boy hero of the Shen- 
andoah.” Years later Harry Parks again felt the call to flght for his nation 
and gave distinguished service in the Spanish-American War. He was feted 
by the people of Brooklyn, N. Y., and was presented with a special honorary 
medal by that city. Meanwhile, the G. A. R. issued a medal so similar to 
the original Congressional Medal of Honor that Congress decided to call in 
all previous Congressional medals and give in their stead a medal of new 
design. A letter from the Secretary of War in 19 07 informed Captain 
Parks of this decision. The captain gallantly wrote in reply that were the 
War Department to send him a medal formed of diamonds and precious 
stones he would refuse to exchange it for the one Abraham Lincoln had 
placed on his breast. Only one Congressional medal is ever issued to a 
man for bravery, no matter how high his record, so the Secretary of War 
sent word that under the circumstances he had no authority to recall the 
first medal given Captain Parks. So the captain still treasures his glorious 
medal, and the War Department courteously sent him the second medal. 


POPE OFFERS MEDAL M>R MODEST DRESS. 

Pope Pius has taken a hand in a campaign inaugurated by the Catholic 
Women’s Diocesan Clubs against immodest dress for women. The Pontiff, 
having heard of the work of these clubs, decided to offer a medal to the club 
evolving the most attractive modest fashion in women’s clothing. 

The contest for the medal is divided into two sections — a theoretical 
section devoted to the best demonstration that immodest dress is really 
silly, barbaric and uncultivated, and a practical section devoted to the actual 
designing of attractive fashions designed to appeal to good taste. 


FIUME HAS NO CURRE\(W OF ITS OWN. 

The so-called Free State of Fiume has no currency of its own, the Italian 
paper lire having been in use exclusively for the past three years. Directly 
after the armistice Hungarian kronen were stamped for use in Fiume and 
are known as ‘‘Fiume kronen.” Mililons of these paper kronen are in the 
banks of Fiume awaiting redemption when Fiume establishes a monetary 
system of its own or when some foreign currency is adopted as the legal 
medium. No silver money is current in Fiume. — Consul Wilbur Keblinger.

ENGLISH PENNIES OF ALFRED THE GREAT DATED 1924. 

A feature of England’s great exposition at Wembley is that part of the 
Government Pavilion devoted to the Royal Mint. Here one of the latest 
models of coining presses has been installed, which turns out two varieties 
of souvenir exposition medals at the rate of over 100 a minute. 

Adjoining this exhibit of the twentieth century method and rapidity of 
stamping coins and medals is another of an entirely different method and 
age. This shows as faithfully as it is possible to do so the manner of coin- 
ing money in the time of King Alfred the Great (871-901 ). The coiner 
is dressed in the costume of the ninth century, and the coins he turns out 
are replicas in base metal of the silver pennies of Alfred, using the same 
methods of manufacture that were in use at that time. Over a charcoal 
fire the metal is melted, then made into strips by pouring into molds. These 
strips are then hammered into the required thickness, from which the coin 
planchets are cut. The discs are then placed between dies and hammered 
until the impression of the coin is made on them. 

The finished coin shows the head of Alfred with ALFRED REX on the 
obverse, and the reverse has LONDON in a monogram. There is a minute 
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date, 1924, on the shoulder of Alfred, so that these replicas may not be 
mistaken for genuine pennies of the King. 

The London Illustrated News of June 14 contained several illustrations 
showing the exhibit of the Royal Mint at the exposition. 


A UNIQUE CENT OF 181 :l. 

To the Editor of The Numismatist: 

There appeared in The Numismatist for July, 1924, an elaborate descrip- 
tion of a counterfeit 1804 U. S. cent. 

In The Numismatist for August, 1913, there appeared the following, page 
108: 

“‘The cents of 1804 present a combination of measurements that defy 
counterfeiting by alteration of date, namely, the figure 0 of date is directly 
over the O of OF on the reverse. The space between the last S of STATES 
and O of OF measures %mm. This occurs again and will be noted, but 
not in combination with the close S and 0.” 

If the above instructions are followed closely there should be no mis- 
taking a counterfeit. 

An absolutely unique variety of cent has come into my hands, namely, 
a cent of 1813. Obverse, D. 222; reverse, D. 221. This makes four varie- 
ties from two sets of dies.

MK. VENN WRITES ON COLD COIN VALUES. 

In the Bankers’ Equipment-iService Bulletin for July Mr. Theodore J. 
Venn, of Chicago, a member of the A. N. A., contributes an article entitled 
“Old U. S. Gold Coins Bring More Than Face Value,” in which he tells of 
the rare dates and mint marks of the $1 and $3 gold coins and gives their 
approximate value. 

Commenting on Mr. Venn’s articles, several of which have appeared in 
that publication, the editor of the Bulletin says: 

“The fascination that surrounds the science of numismatics cannot be 
defined, but it has been experienced by a majority of bankers. For it is 
safe to say that no hobby is so popular amoilg bankers as that of old coin 
collecting. 

“The history of coins presents not only an absorbing revelation of the 
foibles and peculiarities of mints, but throws an interesting sidelight on 
monetary practices and usage throughout the ages. 

“The series of articles on old coins which Mr. Venn, an authority on the 
subject, has been writing for the Bulletin, has attracted wide attention 
among bankers in all parts of the country. And the coming articles will 
be equally if not more interesting.” 


INFORMATION AVANTED ON ISSI^E OF SPANISH COINS. 

The National Geographic Magazine for August, 1924, page 179, contained 
the following: 

“The City of San Roque (Spain). Here they preserve * * * the 
arms, a three-tower gate and golden key, granted the city by Ferdinand 
and Isabella in 1502. As late as the sixties of the last century Spanish 
coins were struck depicting the Queen of Spain holding out an olive branch 
toward the rock. This was when negotiations for the transfer of the fort- 
ress were pending. A later coinage portrays her Majesty with the olive 
branch behind her back.” 

Mr. F. D. Langenheim, of Philadelphia, Pa., who is greatly interested in 
matters relating to Spanish history, sends us the above, and would appre- 
ciate any information relating to the later coinage referred to.

HEM ARKAHLK I INI) OF EARLY ENGLISH ( OTNS IN SWEDEN. 

The Copenhagen correspondent of the Exchange Telegraph Company 
states that last Thursday it was reported that over 2,00 0 coins, presumably 
tin, and bearing curious hieroglyphics, had been found in an old grave 
which had been opened in a churchyard at Igeloesa, in South Sweden, ajid 
some of them were said to bear the name of Ethelred II of England, 9 7 9- 
1016. The coins have now been sent to the State Historical Museum at 
Stockholm, and so far as they have been examined they appear to be of 
increasing interest to England. There are altogether 2,037 coins, and they 
weigh about three kilogrammes. Of this number 839 apply to Ethelred II, 
but it is not certain where they were minted. Six coins relate to Ethelred’s 
immediate predecessor on the English throne, Edward I, Martyr, 975-979, 
and three to Edward’s predecessor, Edgar, 958-97 5. There are also six 
coins of the Irish King Sitheric, who died in 92 6; eighty German coins of 
Otto III and other German regents, twelve Arabian coins, and others still 
unclassified. The coins are believed to have been buried somewhere about 
the year 1000, and the question of their disposal is understood to rest with 
the Swedish Academy of Antiquities.— London Daily Telegraph. 


MOVE TO FROHIIUT MELTING OF U. S. GOLD ('OINS. 

At the 27th annual convention of the American Mining Congress, \yhen 
it meets at Sacramento, Cal., September 29 to October 4, one of the major 
problems to come before it will be the huge loss the country is said to 
suffer every year through the destruction of gold coins. 

At present no law prohibits the melting down of gold coins and use of 
such metal in the manufacture of jewelry and in the arts. Proponents of 
a ban on such melting contend that $5, $10 and $25 gold pieces, minted at 
the expense of taxpayers, are thus removed from circulation and from the 
media of exchange to be turned into luxuries. Their opposition is based 
principally on the fact that gold has a fixed price, set by the Government, 
unaffected by supply and demand, unlike other commodities. 

An anti-destruction law for gold coins will be agitated at the convention 
and the attitude of the entire mining industry will be sounded out. If the 
sentiment is favorable, steps will be taken to have such a bill presented in 
Congress. J. deL. 


RI G IN IMITATION OF DOLLAH DILL SEIZED. 

The largest United States dollar in the world was seized in New York on 
August 13, according to a press dispatch. The “dollar,” a finely woven rug, 
replica of a silver certificate, in which were woven portraits of Lincoln and 
Grant, had been brought in on the steamship King Alexander from Greece 
by a Greek merchant living in Chicago. Secret Service agents said the im- 
portation was inadvertent. Signatures of the Register of the Treasury and 
of the Treasurer were woven in skillfully.

SOCIETE LES AMIS DE LA MEDAILLE IPART. 

The new Treasurer of the Societe Les Amis de la Medaille d'Art, at Brus- 
sels, Belgium, Baron G. de Bethune, has issued a statement for the benefit 
of the American members of the Society, drawing their attention to some 
difficulties he has experienced since taking over the duties of his office. The 
substance of the statement is as follows: 

The Society was not able, immediately after the war, to strike its medals 
promptly, and they have, as a rule, been issued late. For instance, Samuel’s 
medal (Yser and Ypres, 1922) was not issued until January, 1924. 

The result has been that many members who joined in 1923 have been, 
with or without their knowledge, entered on the books as having joined in 
1922, and they received the medals for that year. Thus, when they paid 
subscription at the beginning of 1923 they were credited only with dues 
for 1923. 

As a rule, no application has been made by the former Treasurer for the 
19 22 subscription, and most of the members were thus in arrears for one 
year without knowing it. This fact appeared to the new Treasurer from 
numerous letters of complaint. He feels it his duty to apologize for the 
trouble arisen to some members and hopes the statement he has given them 
is satisfactory, but he is ready to supply every further explanation that 
members will ask him for. 

Since the war the following medals have been issued: 

1919— Ruysbroeck I’Admirable and Aube de Victoire, mailed October, 
1920, and February, 1921. 

1920 — Violation Neutralite and Defense de Liege, mailed July, 1921, and 
March, 1922. 

1921 — Defense d’Anvers and General Jacques, mailed April, 1 922, and 
November, 1923. 

1922 — Defense de Namur and Yser and Ypres, mailed May, 1923, and 
January, 1924. 

1923 — Resistance Civile, mailed March, 1924. 

The decline of the Belgian franc has increased tremendously the expenses 
of the Society. That is the reason only one medal was issued for 1923. 

If all subscriptions are duly paid it will be possible to supply this year 
two medals, viz.: Belgium’s Deliverance and Glory of the Unknown Warrior. 
Everything will thus be up to date. 

The next medals which it is hoped to strike up to January 1st, 1926, will 
be dedicated to War in Africa, Treaty of Versailes, Belgium’s Restoration. 
Thus would the “War Series’’, be completed within a few months. Every 
connoisseur acknowledges it is a very fine collection which has no equal 
since the beautiful military medals issued in France under the reign of 
Louis XIV. 

The Treasurer is expecting members will pay willingly the small sums 
asked for and by helping to increase the number of members. The more 
Associates, the more medals, the better their quality, the greater the pros- 
perity of the medallic art.

The Coiiia|»:e of George I. 

The accession of the House of Hanover was accompanied by a change in 
the royal arms, and the title “Fidei Defensor” now occurs for the first time. 
Besides the roses and plumes denoting silver from the “Company tor melt- 
ing down lead,” some shillings have W. C. C. under bust and a ditterent 
reverse. This signified that the silver was from the Welsh Copper Com- 
pany; and on the reverse of most of the coins of 172 3 are the letters bb. C 
denoting that the silver was supplied by the South Sea Company. 


The Coinage of George II. 

No alteration whatever took place in the denomination, size, value or 
type of the silver money on the accession of George II. The only striking 
change during the reign was the use of a new portrait of the King from 
1743 which showed him as a much older man. The symbols used are, 
Roses, for West of England silver; Plumes, for silver imported by the “Com- 
pany of Copper Miners in the Principality of Wales”; Roses and Plumes, 
for silver of the “Company for melting down lead,” and IMMA under the 
bust to show they were struck from bullion taken by Admiral Anson 
the Spaniards in South America during his famous voyage round the world. 

In 174 6 each denomination was also issued without LIMA under bust, 
but as these pieces are nearly always found in proof condition it is assumed 
they were not put in circulation. 




For the first time for hundreds of years the issuing of silver currency 
seems to have been completely neglected. From 1760 till 1787 the only 
pieces to be issued were £100 of shillings of 1763 and Maundy money; in 
1787 large quantities of shillings and sixpences were struck. These must 
have been kept as souvenirs, as they are nearly always in mint state. By 
1800 the currency was in a very bad state, scanty in amount and, from 
long usage, much depreciated in value, and continued to diminish in va ue 
every year. In 18 0 3 the extraordinary expedient was resorted to of issuing 
Spanish dollars and their sub-divisions stamped with the head of George 
III, similar to that used by the Goldsmiths Hall for stamping silver plate. 
In 1804 this stamp was changed for an octagonal one of somewhat larger 
dimensions, engraved with the king’s head like that on the silvei penny. 

These Spanish dollars were current for 4s. 9d., which gave rise to the 
saying “two kings’ heads not worth a crown.” These pieces were much 
counterfeited, so later in the same year the Bank of England received per- 
mission to issue a dollar of the current value of 5s., and this permission 
was extended in 1811 to pieces of the value of 3 shillings and of the va ue 

of 1 shilling and sixpence. Dies were also prepared for pieces of the value 

of 5s. 6d. and 9d., but none of the former and only one or two of the latter 

got into circulation. ^ 

At length in 1816, the Government resolved to meet the expense ot an 
entirely naw coinage. The weight was, however, diminished, for instead of 
sixty-two shillings, sixty-six were ordered to be made out of every pound 
troy of silver. This series was one of the finest ever issued at the 

and very much credit is due to Thos. Wyon, the artist. As the mint had 

recently been re-equipped throughout by Messrs. Boulton and Watt, oi 
Birmingham, the coins were particularly well struck. From 1816 the coin- 
age is still current. 


Goiiiag(‘ of Gt'orge TV. 

The coinage of this reign is quite simple. There are two portraits and 
four reverse types. Toward the close of 1824 his Majesty expressed his 
disapprobation of the portrait on his coins. Chantrey had just finished his 
admirable bust of the King, which was universally approved, and this was 
copied by William Wyon for a new coinage. 

The weights and fineness of all the coins were the same as the coinage ot 
George IV. The obverses were by Wyon, after a model by Chantrey, and 
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the reverses by Merlen. No crown was issued for circulation but dies were 
prepared and a few beautiful patterns were struck. 

Coinage of Victoria. 

Upon all the early issues is an excellent portrait by Mr. Wyon, which he 
took from life, and now on the reverses the arms of Hanover are omitted 
on the royal shield. In 1847 iSir John Bowring succeeded in getting the 
authorities to issue a piece of the value of one-tenth of a pound. These 
were called florins. In consequence, the coinage of halfcrowns was tempo- 
rarily suspended. 

In 1887 it was decided to commemorate the Jubilee of Her Majesty by 
the issue of a new coinage. The obverse was adopted from Boehm’s medal. 
With this issue we get the double florin for the first and last time. 

On account of the unfavorable reception of the Jubilee issue coins in 
1892 it was decided to design a completely new series. A new bust of the 
Queen was made by Mr. Thomas Brock nad new reverse types were adopted 
for the halfcrown, florin and shilling. Halfpences of Victoria were first 
struck in 1834 under William IV, and were last struck about 1 862. They 
were Intended for circulation in Ceylon. 

Coinage of Edward VII. 

The chief change on the accession of Edward was the reverse type of the 
halfcrowns, florins and shillings. The crown was not struck after the first 
year. Many of the coins of this reign are quite scarce. 

George V. 

So far no crowns have been issued, much to the regret of all numisma- 
tists. All other denominations have been issued regularly and none are 
rare. All types are similar to those of Edward VII, except the florin, whose 
reverse is like that on the Jubilee florin. In 1921, owing to the high price 
of silver, the coinage was debased for the first time in 400 years. The 
proportion of silver is now only half, the remainder is made of a special 
nickel alloy. At first this was very poor and the piece soon became discol- 
ored. The alloy has, however, greatly improved. — ^Spink’s Numismatic 
Circular. 


Numismatic Notes. 

It appears that the plan for the issue of silver coinage, which the Russian 
Government decreed early in the year, is not working out satisfactorily. 
The Moscow “Izvestiya” states that these coins are either being hoarded or 
are changing hands at a premium of 30 per cent. The purpose of the cur- 
rency notes was to provide retail business with smaller denominations of 
stable money than the chervonets notes. The coins were issued under a 
decree which provided for the issue of 1, 3 and 5 ruble currency notes. 


In discussing the various new monetary units in circulation in Europe 
since the war, the National Bank of Commerce, of New York, presents a 
table which is interesting in many ways. The Republic of Lavia, for in- 
stance, has adopted as its standard unit of value the lat, equal to a gold 
franc. Lithuania has fixed its new unit, the litas, or lit, as one-tenth of 
the U. S. dollar. Poland introduced the gold standard January 1, 1924, 
with a currency unit equivalent to the franc, for which the name zloty is 
used. A novel plan was undertaken in Czecho-Slovakia in the coinage of 
gold ducats, which are not part of the regular monetary system. A certain 
quantity of bullion has been minted into ducats as “counters of exchange” 
in domestic and foreign trade. 


With April the Government of Sweden returned to a gold basis, in that 
the gold standard and resumption of gold redemption notes was adopted 
by the Riksdag after lengthy debates on the question of keeping the krona 
on a par value with the dollar. Importation of gold into Sweden, however, 
is still restricted to the Riksbank. The bill when introduced was considered 
of paramount importance to the future policy of the country, and leading 
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financial and industrial experts are of the opinion that its adoption will 
have a salutary effect in other countries where the currency has not yet re- 
covered to the same degree as in Sweden. M. SORENSEN. 


GERMAN .MI NK ll’AL KMKRGKN( Y METAL GOINS. 

In publishing the list of German Municipal Emergency Metal Coins in 
our July issue, the statement was made that it was perhaps the first list of 
such coins ^o be published. This appears to be incorrect. The following 
letter from Dr. Arnold Keller, of Berlin, a member of the A. N. A., gives 
information along this line and contributes other facts in regard to German 
emergency issues: 

“Four years ago I published a book containing all German war coins of 
cities and firms known at that time. Of this book a second edition appeared 
in 1922, compiled by Judge Fritz Giseke, at Magdeburg. It contains 597 
localities in which the magistrates or goveinment offices have emitted war 
coins, 50 emissions of tramways, about 60 military emissions and more 
than SOO private issues. 

“I give you the approximate number of German emergency issues of the 
dift*erent kinds since 1914: 

“Paper money of 1914 ( August-October ) , about 400 localities, 2,000 dif- 
ferent pieces. 

“Paper money, small values (1 pfennig to 75 pfennig), 1915-1922, about 
2,000 localities, 20,000 different pieces. . 

“Metal tokens of the same period, about 1,000 localities, 8,000 different 
pieces. 

“Paper money, great values, 1918-19 (1 mark to 100 mark), about 5 00 
localities, 2,000 different pieces. 

“Paper money, great values, 1922 ( 1 00 mark to 1,000 mark), about 500 
localities, 3,0 00 different pieces. 

“Paper money, great values, 1923 ( 5,000 mark to 1 00,000,000,000 mark), 
about 5,000 localities, 50,000 different pieces. 

“Paper and metal money of the prisoner-of-war camps, 1915-18, about 
60 0 localities, 3,00 0 different pieces. 

“A total of 88,000 or more pieces. 

“Lists of several of these groups have been published.” 


TO KOIK E l‘E\C E DOl.LARS INTO ( IlK UliATION. 

Stored in the vaults of the Treasury Department at Washington are 
hundreds of thou?ands of silver dollars that are not working. It is report- 
ed that the Treasury has embarked on a campaign to restore this com to 
circulation. The initial step was taken when one of the coins was placed in 
the pay envelope of each of the 5,000 Treasury employes, and similar action 
will be suggested to other Government bureaus. The retirement of an equa 
amount of silver certificates will follow as a matter of course. Few silver 
dollars have been in circulation in this part of the country during the last 
10 or 1 5 years. 


RGLtiARIA ASKS RIDS FOR GOINS. 

It is reported that the Bulgarian Government has asked American manu- 
facturers for bids on 85,000,000 new coins, according to advices received at 
the Commerce Department. The coinage will require 284,725 pounds ot 
aluminum, 25,208 pounds of zinc and 6,536 pounds of copper. 


MEXI(T) SUSPENDS GOl.NAOE OF SILVER. 

Press reports are to the effect that in view of the increasing premium of 
silver over gold, the Mexican Government has ordered suspension of the 
coinage of silver. The premium the latter part of July had reached 5/2 
per cent.
